CONVENTION HALL. Philadelphia, (/P)—Republicans got 
their conventions off to a flag-waving, band-blaring start today 
with the battle for their presidential nomination still wide open.

women jabber merrily around the 
public fountain. There is no odor 
of poverty—even though the place 
is filthy. There is a general jubi- 
lance, at great variation from the 
somberness of Buenos Aires and 
the cold, gritty towns of Chile and 
Peru. 

It is, of course, the influence of 
the Negro slave again, for there 
is little merriment in the pure 
Spaniard, the Portuguese, or the 
Indian. Rio's languor, its humor, 
its careless; gaiety and warm 
charm is more the property of the 
African than of the origina) set- 
tlers. It is reflected in the music, 
as the pure Spaniard’s color crops 
out in the tango, most dismal of 
all music.’ The Brazilian Samba 
says that the subject's lot may be 
low, but what the hell, the sun is 
hot, clothes are unnecessary, Most 
women are faithless, anyhow, and 
a man can always pick a banana, 
steal a’ chicken, or find another 
dame. 

The cost of living in Rio is moun- 
tainous, but it seems to have dug 
no ditch in the leisurely enjoyment 
of that living by all its peoples, 
rich and poor. They frolic in the 
sugary sand of the beaches, open 
to everybody, and they walk along 
with a sort of Samba roll, a Samba 
kick. The whole feeling of Rio is 
in. the walk of its citizens.

Although not atomic, a new 
automatic fishpole has plenty of 
pewer. It has hooked and boated : 
a 105-pound tuna in 30 seconds. 

The gadget, designed by Anthony 
Moliskey, San Pedro, Calif., is 


described by the fish and wildlife ' 


service in its monthly summary of 
“important developments in com- 
mercial fisheries.” This is how it 
operates: 

“The rod, of steel, terminates in 
a cylinder and is tethered to a 
-eable on a fixed arm. 

“When a fish strikes, the at- 
tendant merely pushes ‘8 button. 


This releases air into the cylinder | 
and makes the rod shoot into the j 


air. 

“The cable restricts the outward 
movement of the road and causes 
a flipping motion which tosses the 


| fish onto the deck.” 

| As ¥ou can see, it practically 
does away with the need for the 
jold fashioned fisherman.

it.”” 





Problem ~ 

The community in question, he 
declared, is bisected by the Pa- 
cific Electric line, is in two dif- 
ferent counties (L.A. and San Ber- 
nardino) and adjoins three differ- 
ent school districts, with part of 
the children going to Claremont, 
part to Upland and part to On- 
tario. 

Declaring that no “wholesome 
recreation” was available to young 
people in the district, Mr. Mather 
said that not much attention has 
been paid to the entire area in the 
past. 

Any possibility of moving coun- 
ty lines in order to solve the prob- 
lem was quickly disposed of when 
Mrs. Ordway said that in checRing 
with Los Angeles county she dis- 
covered that it would be a long 
and tedious process and with no 
assurance given in advance that ij 
could be done at all. 

Complicated 

Will Mason, suervisor for this 
area, who was present at the meet- 
ing, concurred with Mrs. Ordway 
and said that it would be a very 
complicated step. As for providing 
better sanitary conditions, Super- 
visor Mason said that unless the 
area is annexed to Cldremont, cost 
of providing better sanitation 
“would be more than those people 
could stand.” He read figures 
showing that most of the lots Were 
valued from $40 to $100 and that 
improvements would run anywhere 
from $40-$400. 

“But if the Claremont schools 
would be able to accept the stu- 
dents, it would be a real step for- 
ward in the entire problem,” he 
added. 

Both Police Chief Paul Gordon 
of Claremont and Det. Sgt. Henry 
Younge of the Upland Police de- 
partment reorted that the crime 
problem wasn’t very great and not 
as bad as it might be. 

“We have one street in the 
Mexican-American settlement and 
we've had very few fights,” Det. 
Younge said. “Our problem is not 
very great.” 

Chief Gordon, while admitting 
that “we do not have as much 
crime prevention as we'd like,” 
nevertheless pointed out a Scout 
troop would be started. next fall 
and that the Pomona YMCA had 
donated 30 memberships to boys 
living in the unincorporated area. 

Housing 

Declaring that the establishment 
of temporagy housing is the most 
imMediate need, Millard Sheets, 
of the Inter-Cultural council, told 
members and visitors, “If we are 
going to get anywhere, we have to 
face the real issues. 

“We have to get together on 
some kind of philosophy on how 
we'd like to see the problem 
solved,” he continued. “You have 
100 families occupying an area 
that should be occupied by 21.” 

Pointing out that “we haven't 
faced it and allowed it to exist the 
past two or three generations,” 
Mr. Sheets declared: 


“The permanent. solution is a 
long time one—that of resettling 
the entire area. We could do some- 
thing about developing commun- 
ity housing and look upon them as 
individuals. We. aren’t ignorant 
that we can’t solve the legalistic 
problem.” 

No Sewage 
When it was disclosed that no 


sewage system was available to 


the settlement, Supervisor Mason 


‘said that legally, the county can 


not pay for sewers and that it 
would be up to the people them- 
selves to form a district and vote 
to assess themselves for the cost. 

He ‘promised to have the county’ 
check thoroughly “the building, 
police and welfare angle” and also 
see if more services cannot be 
given. Mr. Mason further stated 
that he would ask the county 
planning commission to make a 
survey of housing with which the 
Claremont delegation agreed to co- 
operate in every way. 


Dwight C. Ramage, Los Angeles 
county Federation of Community 
Coordinating councils, declared 
that “This same problem is show- 
ing its head in many communities. 
It’s a Southern California prob- 
lem.” 


Pointing out that ‘We found a 
way for people to build homes by 
FHA, yet this does not apply to 
these’ people,” Mr. Ramage said 
that “now is the time to give a 
chance. We must get some dy- 
namic planning started because 
housing is the greatest need.” 


Raised Economy 

In the same vein, Mr. Sheets 
said that the Mexican-Americans 
have raised their economy the last 
six or seven years. 
and privileges” as other” Aiiieri- 
cans,” he declared.
